— A carefree^ fascinating lite

BEFORE I left Aus^ 
tralia I regarded 
lutch hiking as an ct- 
tmndy dangerous way 
of travcllmg, especially 
f*^ gills, I had no mten-

reached the hasid we wcr« 
no longer ^nging. 

A three-mile walk up a 
hill wixh rucksacks i>ti our 

and Vk e went to bt-d thinking 
of die walk bark to the road 
in the morning, 

ll wajjn't quite as hud — at 
least it was downhill — and 
canh day it bt^camc a little 
siaicr. A w^ek later wt were 
striding along like vt'ter4n5, 
and I discovered to my dis- 
gust that I was dn'clopmg 
muscles in my legs for ihe 
first time in my life. 

Meeting people 

The Irish people were 
friendly ^ind eniertjdning^ we 
had no trouble getting rides, 
the conntry side Has beautifnl, 
and the weather vfaa perfect. 
Our iirst attempt had been 
5ueres£hjl, aad wc were iook- 
ing forward to the next. 

Tlic main advantage of 
hitching — apart from the 
economy— ia that it is sudi 
an excellent way of meeting 
ihe people of the country. 
AJdiough the scenery' may be 
ver>" beautiful as you speed 
through in a car or train, it 
is only throug^h contact with 
ihe people that any lasting 
impression* arc made^ 

I (ravelled by car for six 
weeks Lhrough Germany and 
Scandinavia^ and met very 
lew of the peoplt. Conse- 
quently, my memories of 
those roiintries are of fiords 
and castle^^ mountiiins and 
lakes — all very beautiful 
but already rathef vajue. 

But I sdiall never forget 
three weeks spent hilthhiking 
round Spain. 

The scenery u-ai, in part*, 
very beautiful, in others arid 
and monotuiious. hut it was 
wAy a background. 

Hitchhiker* are rare in 
Spain, female hiichhike-rs un- 
ktiav™^ and female hitch- 
hiken, from Au;itrdiia un- 



believable. Although wc 
spoke no SfHnish, and met 
ordy one Spaniard who spoke 
English, i^'C converged in a 
mixtnre of schoolgirl French 
and idgns, which was usually 
quite effective. 

When we finally coinrinjced 
tlie people that we really 
came from Australia— "Y^, 
far across the sea" (swim- 
ming $igas), "Si, Langaroos," 
"No, we have not hitch- 
hiked all the way!" — diey 
were amazed and delighted, 
and we were overwhelmed 
by Spani^ genefoiiity and 
hospiiality. 

Ahnost ever)- driver insis- 
ted on buying drinks along 
the route^ and often a mRal. 
At first we offered to pay, 
but soon discovered that this 
wa$ a deadly insult. 

A delightful old gendc- 
man Took us. to his home and 
introduced its proudly in the 
farrrily, who tnLroduccd tis to 
all their friends, who rushed 
oul and collected their 
friends, and in liali an bour 
alint'tst the entire village bad 
congregated in tiie rouiu to 
^tare at tiie cttrioiutics fiotn 
Australia. 

Tliey and danced fm 

U5, gave us food and drink 
%vliich wc did not dare try 
to identify, and never to<^k 
ihcir eyes from us for one 
instant, 

Anoihcr charming old 
gentleman touk us to his 
wine cave and presented us 
with a botdc of rare old 
wine, which we dr^nk along 
the route for the nrM few 
days. It was reiharkable how 
light our parks .veeoied after 
a few jips, 

We mcE aome charming 
young men, too. 

Since then we have 
hitched hnndr^lfi of milcA 
in many countries with very 
little ?i?peaise and great en- 
joyment. 

We have seen Holland and 



Wales:, and even survived a 
week on French roads. 

In each country we were 
overwhelmed by the kind- 
ness of the people, 

If we were paantng jionie 
beauty spot the driver wonld 
invariihly stfsp and watt Iot 
us to take photographs. 
Drivers would often go 20 
or -more niiles out of their 
way to put us on the right 
ro;id, or to leave in a 
good positioti for th£ next 
lift. 

An English womaD picked 
ns yp on the edge of Dart- 
moor, refused kl u!> go on 
because it was getting dark, 
so took us to her home for 
the night, fed and enter- 
tatned us. and would not 
hear of payment.

Hown'er, hftt'h>iikin<T is 
not sunshine, and T must 
point ont a few disadvan- 
tages. 

First, the weather. While 
nothing could be more 
pleasant tiiaii sitting in the 
^onshine in some beautiful 
countryside waiting for a car 
to $top^ nothing is more de- 
prtssuig ill an huddling under 
a tree in pouring ratn with 
not a in sight. 

Drenching ram 

Wc spent a week touring 
r>evon and Gtsmwallp and it 
rained every iunghr day. Not 
an Engliii^h niisi, either, but 
a steady drenching rain, so 
that every day our riolhes 
were soakfrd and the next 
morning they were iiill wet. 

I don't diint I have ever 
spent a more miserable 
week. 

Then, although most 
people were pleji^ant and 
kind, we did meet a few who 
were very unpleasattt. 



We have liriven hundreds 
of miles with erratic, cate- 
kss. and suicidal drivers, and 
although we have never been 
invoivetl iti an accident we 
have been very close to it. 

We have been Kti^ded on 
lonely rofidf, miles from any 
town, and waited foi hours 
before being reiStucd 

We have wa1kf!d nndl we 
couldnH walk another step, 
gone without food all day, 
had an average of one bath 
every two weeki, and often 
beirn frightened almost out 
of our wits. But it w£is wnrth 
it. 

Of eoursCj, we learned 
from our miistakcs as we 
went along, and jsoon 
evolved a set of rules that 
saved us a lot of trouble. 

We discovered a few 
curioui facu of life, tno. 

For example, the English 
truck drivers are truly the 
Rentlemen of the highway. 
They iiefirly always ^top for 
hitchhikers, and the view 
from the cabin of sm 
enormous truck is unsur- 
passed. 

However, an th* Contin- 
ent this k defuiitely not so, 
as wc . quickly di^overed^ 
After a couple of very hasty 
exit* from trucki in Spnin 
and Franc ej that was nde 
munher one. 

Rule number two was also 
made in France — never 
get into a car with more 
than two men. We preferred 
just one maia or a man and 



The perfect driver, in 
jq>i(e of all the prnpagai^ 
against him, is the co^n- 
mercial traveller.

It is also a great help to

The most popular and 
practical uniform is stacks- 
and an annrak, with a ruck- 
sack showing the liag or 
emblem of your country. 

We found that although 
the Australian flag w^as prac- 
tically unknown, the kan- 
garoo was recognised every* 
where We have been asked 
what language wc speak in 
Australia, if we bad to crcus 
the sea to get to Europe , , . 
but everybody knows the 
ka&garoo. 

We learned ant to stand 
on corners or narrijw roads, 
and to avoid othec potential 
accident spots, 

Oh — atid one lasi rule for 
gettmg a ride qukkly and 
easily — you muJt be girls. 

Mmy surprises 

Wc have inet boys who 
have complained of not gct^ 
ting a ride aJl day, while we 
have covered hundreds of 
miles. 

Wc have often arrived at 
a popular hitching ipot and 
taken up our position with 
a doKen or more boys. Alter 
twTO minutes a ear ttivariably 
aoreamed to a stop m front 
of and we sped away 
waving happily to the boys. 
They iie\^er w:aved back, 

It*s a carefree, fascinating 
life, full of surprisei. 

We met an Ameriean 
couple who had been hitch* 
ifig for st% month* — it was 
their honeymoon 1 

It Ls not my idea of die 
perfect honeymoon, and I 
feel that one month at a lime 
is plenty. But if you arc 
coming ovcrjuas, do try some 
bitching.
